Applies to Supreme Court for Injunction Against 
Association and Individuals Interested in 
Racing — Hearing Next Week.

I’lxm tlie motion «»r 
AttoriM‘y-t;«>iM‘ral Lyons, Thief .Instiee Jones of tin* 
SnpreiiK' (\nirt t>f South rarolina j;ranted an order 
eitin^ the ('olumlda Haeiiit^ Ass«Miation ami the 
Sontli rarolina Ay:rieult\iral and Meehanleal SesMety, 
and sundry individuals eonma ted witli the race meet 
ing on tile Stat** Fair ;xrounds, to show <*aus(* wliy 
an injnnetion slamhi jiot Ik* issued against tliem 
I'ollm-t ively and severally for maintaining a common 
nuisance in <‘onm*ction witli the raf-os. The allega 
lions pres«‘nled l>.v the at torney-general set up. upon 
affidavits, that betting and gamhiing is carried on. 
on a large scale, in c«*nnection witli the races. Tin* 
ord«*r Is not a temiM»rary lnjnneti«*ii and does md 
have tile effect restraining tlie conduct of tlie 
races at tills time. Tlie order is rcturnahlo before 
the Supreme Tourt next Wednesday, IVcemlier l.'l. 
llUl. at a. in. The action of the court, 

wlien it iM'canie known. <*aus«*d <*onsi<leraf)ie cmister- 
nation among tiie r.'o'ing frat<*rnity. It had lK*eii 
known that a inovi* of tliis sort innl lavn pending 
for several days past, Init no one <*onsidenHl it s«‘ri- 
ously in view of tlie fact that little or no open 
hostility had lieen shown hH*ally towards the racing 
int«*rests. The horde of racing |K*t»ple had ln*«*n well 
ie<*eiv«il‘ on arrival h<‘re. On <*very hand a fri<*ndly 
feeliii" was manifest and the siKirt was tlnaight to 
have secured a lasting footing here. What the 
result of the injum’tiou ]inx*esa will he is prohle- 
niatieal at this time and tliosi* financially interested 
in the v<*nture are not divulging their plans, it is 
taken for granted, however, that a <“onecrt(*d «*tT<*rt 
^ A\lll Ik* mad<* to prote«*t their interests ami that the 
race traek men will employ i-ounsel to <lispi>ive the 
contention of those ileelaring the racing here to 
he a eonimou nulsan<*e. Tin* general opinion hoid 
at prc*sc*nt is that tin* ra<*ing will iK>sitiv«*ly he con- 
tinued until Saturday. Deceuiher U». at h*;ist, as it 
is thonght that the Supreme (’oiirt. «*veii if granting 
an injunction, will not make it etT»*i*tive until that 
date. Then* is also a proiiahilit.v that the application 
for an injum'tiou may Ik* withdrawn hy agr«*<*nieni. 
It is. of «*ourse. among the |>ossihiIities that the 
Supreme Tourt will not grant an injunction and will 
dismiss the motion. in that ♦•vent, there is little 
or no likelih<Kxi of furtlmr interefer<*m*<* with the 
racing during this season. Tin* racing t*lenient. 
while awed hy tod.'iy's turn of events, are hopeful 
that the obstacle will Ik* overcome. 

Tin* haniier attendama* <»f the meeting was present 
this afteriKKUi. It was I-:idi«*s Day. The inaugural 
steeph*<*hase was a s|K*ctaeular cont«*st, all the* st:irt 
ers hlumlering at some iM*riod of the journey, due 
to the had <*<mditiou <»f the going.

.Hid S.ain Hall came to grief at the first ohsta<*h*. 
hut the remaining <*ontemh*rs ran in elosi* order most 
of th«* wa.v with the result in doubt until the stretch 
was r<*ached, where Enniskillen clearly showed his 
superiority.

Mighbrcd .stud In Frain-c. To tills end he W'ill ship 
Hie stallion rnele and thirteen bnK.iftnares on the 
Atlantic Transport liner Minnetonka, which leaves 
this port on Saturday next. 

Mr. Kohler, who is a stockholder in the .Saratoga 
.\ss«N*iatioii for the Improvement of tin* Hn*t*d of 
Horses, is an «*ntliusiastie si>ortsm:ni in every s<*iis«'
